A Great Public Movement Against the “New | 


Journalism,” Declared tobe “A Stench 
in the Nostrils of Civilized Society ,” 
and Cast Out from Libraries and 
Clubs on All Hands. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 


New York, Marcu 17, 1897. 


The city has been suffering fora con- 
siderable period of time from an un- 
usually acute epidemic of the ‘ new. 
journalism.”” The two leading apos- 
tles of crime and shame have been 
striving to out do each other in a mad 
race for demoralizing and freak feat- 
So harmful has become the daily 
succession of fakes, lies, forgeries, out- 
rages, and frauds that a great move- 
ment of decent citizens headed by the 
leading libraries and clubs of this and 
adjacent states, bas for its object the 
condemuation, and so far as possible 
the exclusion of these ulcers of journal- 
ism from reading-rooms and other pub- 
lic places. 

For seme time the pulpit has been 
vigorously denouncing this ** yellow ’’ 
journalism, and every day the list of 
large libraries which have taken active 
measures for its suppression grows 
larger. The Newark Free Public Li- 
brary took the initiative step in ex- 
cluding the World and Journal from its 
reading-room. This library is one of 
the largest in the state of New Jersey. 
It contains over 60,000 volumes, In 
the reading-room which is thronged 
every day, there have always been kept 
on file every newspaper of any im- 
portance in New York, and the lead- 
ing cities throughout the country, to- 
gether with the leading weeklies, scien- 
tific, religious and educational period- 
icals. Out of the entire list of news- 
papers the trustees have found only 
two objectionable ones, and these, the 
World and Journal, they found so ut- 
terly unfit for decent people to read 
that they unanimously voted to remove 
them from the files. The trustees con- 
sidered that the sensationalism of the 
most revolting character which is put 
out every day by these sheets, exerts an 
exceedingly harmful influence on the 
men and women, as well as the boys 
and girls, who patronize the readin - 
room. ‘These are the first newspapers 
ever dropped from the library’s list. A 
leading member of the board of trus- 
tees made this comment on the board’s 


action: ‘Either the World or Journal 
is no more fit to be in a home or a 
library than the vilest works of French 
fiction. The dirty French novel is 
usually well written. The articles in 
these papers are not even correctly 
written, These papers are a stench in 
the nostrils of civilized humanity.” 


Following the action of the trustees 
of the Newark Free Public Library, the 
trustees of the General Society of Me- 
chanics and Tradesmen in this city 
have just ordered the World and Jour- 
nal removed from the files of their 
reading room. The Mechanics’ Li- 
brary, as it is commonly called, is one 
of the oldest and largest in New York. 
One of the trustees said the other day: 
‘There can be no doubt that these two 
papers exercise a most demoralizing 
influence upon adults and that they 
tend to corrupt the minds of the com- 
ing generation. We could not accept 
longer the great responsibility of keep- 
ing them ou cur files,” 

At the Young Men’s Christian Assoc- 
ation Library in Brooklyn neither the 
World or Journal are considered fit 
papers to have on file. Silas H. Berry, 
the chief librarian said: “ We have 
never admitted the Journal. We took the 
World ashort time, but finally considered 
we might as well have the Volice Ga- 
zelte. The paper brought into our 
rooms a very undesirable class of read- 
ers. A library is for enlightenment. 
It is not intended to deprave people. 
I could not have suck papers any where 
around.” 

Reading-rooms and clubs all over this 
and neighboring states are following 
these examples. A list to date of the 
more prominent ones includes: In 
this city the Century Club and Union 
Club have excluded the Journa!. The 
World and Journal have been cast out 
from the Calumet Club, Racquet and 
Tennis Club, Cooper Union, Harlem 
Branch, Y. M. C. A. (the largest in the 
city), Club House of the New York 
Yacht Club and the Harvard Club. In 
Brooklyn the Montauk Club has re- 
moved the Journal. It never took the 
World. At the Yale and Princeton 
University reading-rooms the World 
and Journal are nolongertaken. They 
have a'so been cancelled at the An- 
sonia Free Library and the World at 
the Hartford Public Library. The Y. 
M. C. A. Library at Watertown has re- 
moved the World. It never admitted 
the Journal, At the South Norwalk 
Public Library the World is no longer 
admitted. 

There are excellent reasons for the 
widespread indignation and vigorous 
protesis against these so-called news- 
papers. A thread of truth woven into 
a fabric of falsity, would not be an in- 
appropriate similie with which to de- 
scribe their methods of deliberately de- 
ceiving. But lies are not the wors; 
feature of these leprous sheets. They 
morbidly distort and magnify the most 
unimportant events in their constant 
effort to parade revolting and horrible

erime through their columns. In fl 
ingensate thirst for sensation they em- 
ploy huge, coarse cuts coupled with

great areas of space devoted in deceut 
journals to valuable news. If a home 


torn down, if the lowest aud most dan- 
gerous passions known to society can 
be stirred up by these muck rakes and 
their literature can be sold, they are 
content. There js nothing too sacred 
40 be exes rom the keyhole style of 
reporting e yed by the hirelings of 
Alleged international 
agreements are cabled in detail from 
foreign capitols, only to be proven 
later utter fabrications and in some in- 
stances forgeries. Besides these sinis- 
ter lies there are innumerable idiotic 
freak features whose object is to excite 
iaterest and curiosity by presenting all 
that is most abnormal and diseased in. 
life, whether of the mind or the body. 
The cause of unrepentant criminals 
and of common prostitutes has been 
championed by these papers. The 
news of the world’s doings is not given 
in its proportional relations to civiliza- 
tion, but the true is warped, and, 
united with the utterly false, is put 
forth in the most disgusting form. 

Ejitorially the expressions and _poli- 
cies of these sheets are those of the 
low political, and more especially social, 
demagogue. The most vapid and. su- 
perficial twaddle is printed upon the 
vilal iseues of the day. The design of 
every word and line is to excite the 
ignorant minds that habitually feed up- 
on these false teachings. Every occur- 
rence that by any possibility can be 
distorted into an appeal for class hatred 
is seized upon and played in the most 
far-fetched manner, while the thoughts 
expressed are those of the worst dema- 
gogues. They are usually marked by 
a glaring paucity of literary merits, 
Their tremendous hypocrisy and in- 
consistency is at times well nigh ri- 
diculous. 

The two papers whose notorious in- 
deceney and falsity have set them clear 
apart from all the staunch and reliable 
newspapers of the city have pro- 
ceeded upon the assumption that the 
moral, literary and artistic taste of the 
public is low and can be even further 
debased for the financial advantage of 


nastiness. The hollowness of this’ 


theory is now being forcibly demon- 
strated not only by the broadcast in- 
dignation against this literature, but 
by a heavy falling off in its circulation 
and cash receipis. The senior paper 
has been in a somewhat moribund con- 
dition since the junior member of the 
new journalism, by virtue of more mil- 
lions, bought away its best writers and 
grabbed the circulation. Now, how- 
ever, the junior has reached such an 
inexpressibly disgusting condition that 
even the trashy minds to which it pan- 
ders are wearying of it and I am in- 
formed on excellent authority that it 
too is on the downward scale. 


Letter from Berlin. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2, 1897. 

The Kaiser's birthday is now a thing 
of the past, but perhaps you will like 
to hear a little of the pomp and cere- 
mony attenuing it. 

In the early morning the streets 
were filled, every child carried a flag 
that had pictures of the royal family 
displayed. Many of them will certain- 
ly give Mrs. Wilhelm the shivers, if 
she sees them. They are mostly cheap 
colored pictures with just enough like- 
ness to be recognized, but they are 
even worse than the newspaper cuts 
that we have seen at home, 

As soon as it was fairly daylight, all 
the world dressed in its best clothes 
and went to callonthe Kaiser. By “all 
the world’? I mean of course the for- 
eign ambassadors and such dignitaries. 
From our windows we watched one 
grand carriage after another, as they 
drove down the Linden, and then after 
an hour or so, drove back again. Those 
were all state coaches, with brilliant 
decorations in various colors and-mag- 
nificently dressed drivers and footmen. 
Some of them with powdered hair and 
queues a la Frederick the Great. 
Whether the people who rode inside 
were equally magnificent, I do not 
know, for the Emperor himself, does 
not look as imposing as his footmen. 

I was not surprised when my boys 
had seen the Emperor drive by the 
other day, to hear them say “It was on- 
ly a common man inside, but his driver 
was very grand.’ We tried to guess the 
different countries represented. Russia 
had a carriage very gaily decorated with 
yellow. Some were red, some were red 
and white, others were all white, but 
all the varied colors were glittering 
with gold lace and ornaments of vari- 
uos kinds, Our ambassador went in 
a very modest style, and his footmen 
wore plain blue coats with red and 
white collars, and no other outward 
display. Perhaps in this case the man 
inside made up for lack of outward 
show.

DOVER, MASS., MARCH 19, 1507. 


The streets were crowded all day, 
All the schools in Germany were closed 
and every child seemed happy that the 
‘Emperor had @ birthday. There had 
been a little snow and in the afternoon 
there was a Royal sleighride. © All Ber- 
lin knows it when the Emperor goes 10 
ride. Policemen are stationed all up 
aud down the street. The Lindens is 
what Sydney calls ‘five streets all made 
into one.” One side is a smooth as- 
phalt pavement for carriages, then a 
very narrow sidewalk, then a track for 
heavy teams paved with stones, then a 
narrow sidewalk and a row of Lindens, 
then a broad smooth paved walk for 
foot passers, then another row of Lin- 
dens and another narrow sidewalk, 
and another for carriages. All these 
make a very broad pleasant street. 
Just now there is more snow on the 
track for heavy teams, so that is care- 
fully guarded, and all other sleighs 
must keep out of the way, All the af- 
ternoon the sidewalks were lined with 
people waiting to see the Emperor go 
by. Alittle before six my little mounted 
guard cried “ There he is.” 

A handsome sleigh drawn by two 
horses, a magnificent driver, a fine 
looking man in an officer’s uniform, 
wearing a silver helmet, a lady with a 
dark wrap of some kind and a veil over 
her face, sitting by his side. All hats 
were off. Loud hurrahs from the 
crowds, a quick dash of the horses, and 
it was all over. A little later, he drove 
back again. It was dark, but the streets 
were brilliantly lighted, making it 
lighter than our feeble sun has made it 
for many a day. We had all seen the 
Emperor | 

It was a very stormy evening, but 
the view from my wiudow was very fine 
and from Frau Just’s balcony. I could 
look over the tops of the houses way 
down under the Liudens to the Palace 
at one end and the Braudenburger 
Thor at the other end. It was all very 
beautiful. In some windows were 
hung. bright crowns, in others crosses 
or stars. The patterns were made of 
wire and illuminated. The Kaiser's 
face, or bust, adorned nearly every 
shop window and in many windows 
the Kaiserine and the little Prinsen, 
and in some the whole royal family, 
looked pleasantly upon us. These pic- 
tures were taken in every conceivable 
position. In their private sitting-room, 
at the open door, the young Princes on 
wheels, and the crown Prince as Vic- 
tor, of course. 

Now we are at work again. Iam at 
present employing a governess for my 
two little boys, who devotes heiself to 
them from nine o’clock to one, and I 
pay her five marks a month only, or 
$6.25. She hears their lessons, takes 
them out for their walks, plays their 
little games in German, and talks to 
them in German. They already under- 
stand pretty well what 13 said to them, 
but it is more difficult fur them to speak 
good German, when you never know 
the gender of the thing spoken of. I 
have learned that the sun is she, and 
the moon is he. My fork is he, and my 
knife is it, and my spoon is she. Itis a 
great relief to me to have my time at 
my command, in the forenoon. 


We shall all be glad when the weath- 
er becomes such that we can be out of 
doors more. A letter has just come 
from our wanderer. So far he is well, 
though his path has been through many 
derils, I hope before this reaches you 
he will be well on his way"to-Atrica. 

I am to have a Christian Endeavor 
social in my room this evening. ~ 1 
have become acquainted with so many 
people here now, many Americans, 
and a few Germans, that my social 
duties keep me very busy when other 
duties do not.

Rolls, 
Dear Polly:— 


So you think John would not be se 
helpless a8 the man of whom I told you 
last week. Then there must be some 
credit due to yuu. Generally speaking, 
it is @ woman's own fault that her hus- 
band is demoralized when left. alone 
with the housework, If he knows what 
to do and how to do it, it is because his 
wife has dealt wisely with the problem 
of “the man in the kitchen.”

CCLD BOILICD HAM. 


If very salt, soak an hour or two in cold 
water. Wipe dry. ‘Put into cold water, 
cover and vook slowly, allowing twenty 
minutes to the pound. 

A ham should be very. thoroughly 
cooked, yet should n >t beil so long as to 
separate the fibers of meat. Let it re- 
main in the water in which it was cooked 
until cool. When very cold, slice very 
thin and garnish with the green celery 
tips—the pink color of the meat and the 
green of the .eaves make a very attract- 
ive dish. 

Anybody who likes eggs, Polly, will 
like them baked. They are more delicate 
than boiled even, and are more easily 
digested tl.ou fricl. 

DAD BGs. 

Butter a white earthen plate. Break 
into it, very carefully, fresh eggs until 
the plate is full (keeping the yolks 
whole), Sprinkie with salt and bits of 
butter on each.

I remember when houekeepers used to 
consider cold. baked potatoes as dead 
loss, but it is not so now.. We know they 
may be used in several ways. One good 
way is 

ESCALLOPED POTATOES. 


Chop cold boiled or baked potatoes 
quite fine. Make a white sauce of one 
pint milk, thickened’ with one and one 
half tablespoonfuls flour, seasoned with 
butter and salt. Add to.this sauce the 
chopped potatoe, and bake in a pudding 
dish one hour. Before putting in the 
oven, sprinkle small pieces of butter on 
the top. 

There is no more simple or wholesome 
food than rice, and where there are chil- 
dren it should be served often. It recom- 
mends itself to busy housewives because 
s0 easy of preparation. 


COLD RICE PUDDING. 


One half cup raw rice (washed), oné¢ 
quart milk, one cup sugar, one-half cup 
stoned raisins, cinnamon and salt. 

Stir the rice and sugar into the cold 
milk, add the floured raisins, cinnamon 
and salt. Pour all into a well-buttered 
pudding-dish and bake slowly for about 
two hours, stirring frequently. Serve 
cold with rich cream and powdered 
sugar. 

Tea and rolls may well follow this din- 
ner, although the rolls need not be hot. 
Even a man could compound a presbcrip- 
tion like this, and a busy housewife will 
be glad of a hint for such a simple menu 
ee eg. your neighbors have the benefit 
of it.

CAKE WITH.RAISIN FILLING, 


One egg beaten thoroughly with three- 
quarters cup pulverized sugar. Add one- 
third cup of warm (not melted) butter, 
and beat all together thoroughly witha 
patent egg-beater. Add one-half cup 
sweet anilk, and one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, sifted with 
sufficient pastry flour to make a cake 
batter, Bake in two or three layers, and 
fill with the following: 


RAISIN FILLING. 


One-half cup of stoned and quartered 
raisins, one-half cup sugar, put on t¢ 
boil with just water enough so it will not 
burn. When melted and boiling up all 
around add the white of one egg, beaten 
toa froth. Stir this in thoroughly with 
the sugar and raisins and add one-hall 
teaspoonful cream of tartar. Cook al 
together for five minutes. This makes 
one filling—if three layers are made and 
the raisin filling is desired for the top 
as well as between the layers,make three 
times this receipt. Jelly may be used 
for one filling, raisins for one and plain 
frosting for the top.

COMMON FRUIT CAKE. 


One cup sugar, one cup molasses, oné 
cup butter, mixed thoroughly. Add twe 
eggs, one cup milk, four cups pastry 
flour, ohe teaspoonful soda dissolved in 
Molasses, one cup stoned raisins (cur- 
rants and citron if. liked), one-quarter 
teaspoonful ¢love,one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful cinnamon and nutmeg. This makes 
two loaves. é

Obituary. 


EGBERT SMYTH ELLIS. 


The American board of commissioners 
for foreign missions has received intelli- 
gence of the death, in Harpoot, Eastern 
Turkey, Feb. 22, of Rev. Egbert Smyth 
Ellis. Mr. Ellis was born in Kittery, Me., 
May 3, 1866. His father was Rev. Thom- 
as Long Ellis. 
liams College in 1890, and at Andover 
Seminary in 1894. He embarked from 
New York for the foreign field Sept. 26, 
1894. Rev. James L, Barton, D. D., sec- 
retary of the foreign department of the 
board, who was formerly located in Har- 
poot, says that Mr. Ellis took hold of the 
study of the Armenian language with 
great persistance and ability, and, dur- 
ing the last year, since the massacres 
there, has given himself completely to 
relief work and reorganization. The 
work has taken him upon long, hard 
journeys into the devastated districts 
He has Jabored indefatigably, not spar- 
ing himself in his labors for the suffer- 
ing and stricken people all about him. 
Mr. Ellis had a naturally strong physique, 
which doubtless gave out under the terri- 
ble strain to which it had been subjected. 
His death was caused by inflamation of 
the brain, after an illness.of three days. 

Many in town will doubtless remem- 
ber Mr. Ellis when a student in the Sem- 
inary. While attending to his studies 
there he was also connécted with the 
Tower Hill Church in Lawrence. He 
was ordained to the missionary work in 
1894 alung with Rev. Samuel Colcord 
Bartlett, who went to Japan.

Indian Ridge as a Forest Reservation. 


What is meant by a forest reservation? | 
Prof. Fernon, chief of the Forestry. Di- 
vision at Washington. has defined a forest 
as‘‘An area of woodland kept for’ the 
production of wood(timber or coid wood) 
under proper ca'e and management.” 

America is taking up scientific forestry 
after its value has been tested. It has 
proved its ability to make a woodland 
more productive than it is under ordinary 
treatment, “Forestry is not forestry un- 
less it pays.” But it dves not pay by 
destroying or ivfringing upon the princi- 
pal. Its aim ix to make the forest yieid 
its largest pussible income con inuously | 
and permanently. 

The lover of Nature is in sympathy | 
with the work of the forester because it | 
secures the persis'ent production of weil- 
developed trees. ‘The wish to keep such | 
trevs at Indian Ridge arises from the 
belief in their power to give wholesome 
and ennobling pleasure through the long 
future. The primary consideration iu a 
forest resei ve of this kind would be the 
prese: vation of natural beauty, and this 
is just what would result, from. its.man- 
agement ou forestry principles. 

If the tarmer is tu keep a woodlot, the 


sideration. 
assistance {o'pive him, how can, he obtain 
it? Forestry text-books are, as yet, too 
technical for general usefulness, Farmers 
cannot be expected to adopt methods 
which they have no opportunity of ob- 
serving and concerning which they can 
have only imperfect information. 

If, then, the Indian Ridge Reservation 
becomes an illustration of forestiy princi- 
ples, may not its management be sugges- 
tive to owners of woodlands and furnish 
an object lesson to the school-boys and 
girls under whose care the woodlands 
must some day come? 

Those who do not know it already may 
be interested to learn that one of the first 
Americans to make forestry a profession 
isasonof Andover. Mr. Henry 8. Graves 
has for four years been studying and 
piactising the best forestry methods in 
Germany and in our own country. He 
has been fortunate in his opportunities 
and in his determination to be satisfied 
with nothing short of the most thorough 
information and training. His opinion 
was asked in regard to the piacticability 
and usefulness of such a reservation as 
has been described, and he replied in 
favor of both adding that he would gladly 
give any assistance in his power. 

Mr, Graves’ business interests take 
him outside of New England, but he bas 
kindly consented to give an illustrated 
lecture on Forestry, in Andover, this 
spring. This will give us a much needed 
opportunity to learn what Forestry has 


done and is doing.
